Madero’s Forces in Possession 
of City of Chinuahua, 


Triumphant Entry Into Rebel 
Stronghold Made by General 
Huerta at Head of Army. 
Two Brigades Sent to Head 
Off Fleeing Rebels. 


At Genera] Huerta’'s Headquarters, 
Chihuahua, July 7.—Triumphantly 
General Victoriano Huerta, command- 
er-in-chief of the. government forces 
in northern Mexico at 10 o'clock to- 
day rode tnto the city of Chichuahua. 

General llez and General Rabago, 
in-command of two brigades of cavalry, 
entered the city a short time before 
but were immediately dispatched 
northwest toward to 
head off the fleeing rebel 

To the number of foreign flags 
raised many days ago by fo: ign res- 
idents who feared tnat a season of loot 
woulq follow the rebel retreat and 
evacuation, were adde«di hundreds of 
Mexican banners, giving the city a 
holiday aspect, 

The entry of Huesta’s army reduced 
the high nervous tension under wlich 
foreign residents had lived ever since 
rebel reverses in this section began. 
The reaction found expression in a 
general welcome which was lHttle less 
than an ovation. The same _ people 
who until a week ago were loud in 
their protestations of friendship for 
General Orozco and his ragged and 
undisciplined army stood in the 
streets, applauding the victorious Gen- 
eral Huerta and his columns of regu- 
lars with shouts of “Viva Madero!” 

The coming of Huerta means the 
restoration of railroad communication 
with Torreon, though it simultaneous- 
ly cuts off the city from the north to

“Lots of people fear fever out here,” 
said Captain Schlomberg Sunday as 
he watched some 400 Atlantans, young 
and old, disport themselves’ in the 
water. “After this they need not be, 
and I believe that this Jake is in many 
Ways superior to any other similar 
free amusement in this country—and 
I have been In many parks in big 
cities The arrangements are excel- 
‘lent, and if the weak swimmers would 
stay in the enclosure provided for 
them, leaving the outer waters for the 
strong and experienced men, there 
would be no need for accident at all.” 

“Do many learn how to swim?” 

“Just lots of them I notice

General Huerta has engaged just two 
months in rebuilding 195 miles. of 
railway destroyed by the rebels as 
they retreated from Torreon, 
GUERRILLA WARFARE ORDERED 
BY REBEL GENERAL OROZCO 

At General Orozco’s. Headquarters, 
Suaz, Mex., July 7.—Determined to 
continue in defiance of the constituted 
sovernment, General Orozco lolled in 
his bed today, giving final orders for 
beginning the guerrilla warfare which 
he purposes waghmg “until Madero is 
forced to resign.” 

Though urged to come to Juarez, 190 
miles north.of here, for a. council of 
war, the defeated rebel commander 
lates today had made no definite an- 
nouncement regarding his itinerary. 
Those members of his staff closest to 
him professed to believe he would send 
to Juarez the commAndeeregq private 
car in which he had riddén away from 
three battlefields and travel with his 
men on horseback over the govern- 
ment road to Casas Grandes, 175 miles 
northwest. One reason for this belief 
was the sensitiveness of the general 
who made no effort today to conceal 
his chagrin at the defeat of three days 
ago. Contrary to the advice of his 
most-competent officers he ordered the 
fight, believing there was a chanee to 
Win. Failure was expected by nine- 
tenths of his officers because his am- 
munition was short. 

Orozco admitted today that he had 
finished with organized warfare. 

“It was useless for us to attempt to 
stand against Huerta’s carnon,” he 
said: “From ‘now on we will fizrht, but 
after the manner of guerrillas. When 
we get a chance we will strike the 
federals and then retreat. We will en- 
gage in no more pitched battles. - We 
will leave behing us a_ region de- 
vastated and desolate. We whl ob- 
tain fresh recrujts itn the country 
through whic. we ride. But foreign 
interests will be protected We are 
not making War on Americans or 
American investments. Madero and 
his government are the objects of our 
attack.”

A SOLUTION OF THE FARM PROBLEM. 


John P. Mulkey, a thoughtful farmer of Pelican, La., sends to 


thousands of people now anxious, but unable, to go there; 


worthy of consideration. The platform recommends that immediate 
investigation be made of these rural credit societies of Europe—such 


for example, as the Raiffessen system of Germany—which make the | 


combined land-holdings of a number of farmers eligible either as the 
basis for bank stock or capitalization, to be used in farm improve- 
ment, or as collateral for loans from established banks. The plat- 
form also would abrogate the unreasonable law which prohibits na- 
tional banks from lending funds on improved real estate and farm 


values. 
The best economic thought of this country has long recognized 


that private ownership of small farms and the gradual abolition of | 


tenancy and absentee landlordism would constitute radical progress 


toward the solution of the agricultural problem. As Mr. Mulkey 


says, there are innumerable tracts of land cut over by timber com- 
panies and available at reasonable prices. Should loan societies be 
formed, take over these tracts—or others which have been abandon- 
ed, but which can be reclaimed—then extend credit on reasonable 
terms to the trustworthy farmer, not only would the society itself 
profit, but it would perform a truly patriotic service. A law that 
would make farm lands of recognized value bankable security is 
much needed. The laws against this procedure were enacted at a 
time when the nation was inflicted with “wild-cat” promotion 
schemes, and before we had fairly appraised our agricultural values. 
That era has passed. Land is the source of all wealth. Properly 
safeguarded, it should prove the most stable of securities, certainly 
more so than many stecks and bonds upon which banks now freely 
extend credit. 

There ig plenty of money available in the south and in the na- 
tion for the improvement of farming conditions, and tor the encour- 
agement of ownership of small farms by tndividuals. The best, most 
productive and worthwhile rural citizenry is that which owns its 
acres, and has thereby an incentive to intelligent scientific farming 
effort. Encouragement of a tendency in that direction would be not 
nly the,most genuine form of philanthropy; it would m—equal 
measure benefit society at large by tremendously increasing the 
aggregate of wealth and by building up a more inspired and achiev- 
ing class of American farmers.

Commenting upon the recent tragic railroad disaster near Corn- 
ing, N. Y., George A. Cullen, general traffic manager of the Lacka- 
wanna, stated that despite every mechanical safeguard devised by 
man’s ingenuity the safety of passengers rested, in the last analysis, 
upon the skill and intelligence of the man at the throttle. 

That is true, but it does not render it less incumbent upon rail- 
roads. to be sure of three things: 1, The perfection of roadbeds and 


constant vigilance as regards the soundness of equipment; 2, The 


presence of every automatic device available for making travel sate; 
3, The enforcement of regulations which shall insure clear brains on 


|part of the train crew by the avoidance of overworking. 


Coincident with Mr. Cullen’s declaration comes the observation 
by The Harpoon, published at Denver, that the railroad casualties 
in this country could be radically reduced by the universal use of 
steel rather than wooden coaches. This point The Constitution has 
often emphasized,. showing that the heavy steel car, such as the 
Pullman, iS rarely telescoped in a wreck, and that the extra charge 
cxacted for passage on a Pullman was worth its price as added in- 
surance against possibility of disaster. 

Railroads the country over are coming to recognize the sound- 
ness of this reasoning. Many of the larger carriers are rapidly aban- 
doning the wooden coach, which often crumples like an egg-shell 
from the impact of a collision, or which, by igniting, proves a death- 
trap for its helpless occupants. |

SEASONABLE REACTION 
IN THE STEEL TRADE 


New York, July 7.—A seasonable re- 
action is evident in thecsteel trade. 
Last week the steel corporation activi- 
ties dropped below 90 per cent of ca- 
pacity and independent steel compa- 
nies also reduced output. In June the 
corporation produced 1,350,000 tons of 
steel ingots, it is estimated, a decrease 
of about 135,000 tons as compared with 
May. New orders ar” shipments aver- 
aged close to 40,000 tons per day. This 
is a reduction of about 5,000 tons per 
day in sal.s and 2,000 tons daily in 
shipment but the unfilled tonnage was 
but slightly changed as will be ...own 
in the statement to be issued Wednes- 
day. 

It is estimated steel manufacturers 
booked orders for about 10,000,000 tons 
of finished products during the first 
half of the year and that blast fur- 
nace interests including the steel com- 
panies produced about 14,000,000 tons 
of pig iron during the same time. The 
railroads were responsible for soQme- 
thing over 3,500,000 tons of the fin- 
ished orders placed including 1,925,000 
tons of rails and 1,600,000 tons of mis- 
cellaneous products. 

Last week prices for large sizes of 
merchant steel pipes were advanced $2 
and blue annealed sheets $1 per ton. 
It is expected that wire products will 
again be advanced before the close of 
the month.

City Destined to Be One of 
Great Seaports.

Marvy’s,: Ga., for 
Colon with 1,800 eighty-foot piling for 
use on the Panama canal. The steam- 
er Clintonia sailed a few days ago 
loadeq with 37,651 crossties, almost 
equal to two million feet of lumber. 

The steamer Thelma has been char- 
tered to return and make several more 
trips ‘with piling for the Panama 
canal. These vessels were loaded at 
the docks in St. Mary’s in water 25 
feet deep at low tiee and can go to 
sea loaded down to draw 21 feet of 
water. Congress has just made an ap- 
propriation for the improvement of the 
St. Mary's river, and this work wil 
be done Within the next twelve 
months. The proposeg work on the 
St. Mary’s river wil] consist in dredg- 
ing out two sand bars, which repre- 
sent centuries of slow deposit, and 
which can be quickly and easily re- 
moved. When the work is finished, 
ships drawing 25 feet can enter and 
clear at low tide, or 31 feet at high 
tide. The people of St. Mary’s and 
Camden county, and all of southern 
Georgia, are greatly interested in the 
development of this port. 

When the Atlantic, Waycross and 
Northern railway is completed to Way- 
cross, the rail distance between St. 
Mary’s and Waycross will be reduced 
from 123 miles tv 60 miles,_and great 
prosperity will come, followed by en- 
hanced tax values to a rich and fer- 
tile section of the state. From St. 
Mary’s to We''croSs by rail the short- 
is now 123 miles. The dis- 
tance. from Waycross to Atlanta via 
the A.. B: and A. Ry. is 280 miles, 
making the total distance 403 miles. 

When the Atlantic, Waycross and 
Northern railway is completed to At- 
lanta, the distance from Georgia's cap- 
ital city to what may be her greatest 
seaport, will be reduced to 307 miles. 
This is exactly the distance from At- 
'lanta to Charleston, and’is only 13 
miles more than the distance from 
Atlanta to Savanran over the Central. 
St. Mary's is closer to the Panama 
canal than Charleston by more than 
200 miles. 

Since the completion of the short 
piece of road from the port of St. 
Mary's to Kingsland more than twen- 
tv-five vessels have been loaded for 
foreign and coastwise ports, besides 
a large volume of business shipped by 
river boats and lighters, and not in- 
cluding the business back into the in- 
terior. The business ig constantly in- 
creasing and a large quantity of naval 
stores, lumber, crossties and piling is 
being moved out througp the port of 
St. Mary's.

WHY BUY BAD CORN AT ALL?

“Why should you pay good money j 
for and consume bad corn, any more | 
than you would buy and eat decayed 
fish or fruit?’ asks the Georgia State 
Board of Health in a _ bulletin just 
issued On pellagra and its producing 
cause. 

Georgia has had her share and more 
of the increased number of cases of 
pellagra, acute and chronic, in recent 
years, and the state board of health 
is giving every possible attention to 
the study of the cause and prevention 
of this disease which usually termi- 
nates fatally. 

The best scientific Opinion of 


the 


| world today is agreed that the prop- 


able cause of pellagra is bad corn— 
corn Which has been improperly cured, 
Which has been cut Sreen and in 
Which fermentation sets up during 
the process of drying out; ‘or in 
which fermentation may be produced 
by dampness due to careless handling 
after the ‘grain has ripened. Some 
poisonous substance is thus produced 
in the grain, which the best medica! 
© 0n throughout the world is now 
confident, is the producing cause of 
pellagra. 
No Excuse For It. 


The State board accepts this theory, 
In the light of all the evidence—and 
it is abundant—as the correct one: but 
whether it be correct or not, certainly 
there is no answer to the argument 
presented in the board's query, “Why 
should anyone buy bad corn?” It is 
known beyond question that spoiled 
corn will kill horses and other ani- 
mals, and that its effect upon the 
human system ‘must therefore be dele- 
terious. So why should anyone buy it 
at all, even at reduced price, and take 
the dangerous chances? we 
7 In fact, Why should not the state 
itself take a hang and forbid the im- 
portation and sale in Georgia of bad 
or improperly cured corn? Such len: 
islative action the State board of 
health strongly urges and recommends 
The State now s€@ekKs to protect. the 
people in the matter of the purity of 
their food products; but there is none 
in Which the law should more ca é- 
fully scrutinize than corn, which is 
$0 badly and Senerally used as a food 
product both for man and beast 

It is not necesSary here to go into 
the many theories Which’ have beer 
adduced as to the cause of w ee ca 
With the single excepti®a of the how 
Senerally accepted belief that pellagra 
is caused by eaiing bad corn very 
One of these theories has been dis- 
proven or rejected as wholly, untena- 
ble because of he fact that the condi- 
tions involved, while they may ap- 
pear in one section where pellagra is 
prevalent, a-e wholly lacking in others 
where the. disease js just as bid) or 
worse. 

Three Centuries Ago. 

As early as 1600 the deleterious 
effect of corn or maize products on 
the human system was noted. It was 
found to b? a common tood product 


with those affected with pellagra The 
disease has been found to prevail par- 
ticularly in those countries tn whicn 
the seasons are so short that the grain 
does not properly ripen; and also it 
has beén shown to have made its ap- 
pearance wherever people were tn the 
habit of eating corn after it has wun- 
dergone fermentative ehanges. It is 
well known that corn, when bad, will 
quickly kill horses, and numerous cZ- 
periments have shown that extracts 
made from fermented corn possess 
toxic or polsonous properties. 

“It is noteworthy,” says the Board, 
“that in the United tSates pellagra did 
not make its appearance to any exten. 
until western corn growers began the 
practice of cutting the entire stalk in 
a green state and piling them up to- 
gether in the fields, there to remain 
exposed to all of the vicissitudes of the 
weather until the winter was far ad- 
vanced, or even until the succeeding 
spring, when the demand for _ corn 
came®on in the southern states.” 

Here are some facts that are known 
regarding pellagrags 

“Pellagra occurs in all countries 
where corn products are habitually 
used ag food: it does not occur in any 
country where such products are not 
habitually used as food: it did not 
exist in Europe prior to the introduc- 
tion of maize, and did not attract at- 
tention until this cereal had become a 
common article of diet; pellagra has 
ceased to exist’ in certain districts 
where other crops have replaced corn 
and where it is no longer habitually 
used as food: pellagra has probably 
always existed in North America as it 
has long been known in Mexico, and 
the increase of it in this: country un- 
questionably folloved the introduction 
of the western method of. harvesting 
corn in the green state.” 27 mrs 

Concluding, the board of health 
Says: 

Duty to Keep Out Bad Corn. 

“As there is every reason to be- 
lieve that bad corn is the cause of 
pellagra, and no evidence that it is 
not, it is our duty to use evry Igiti- 
mate method to prevent its importa- 
tion into the state and its sale in our 
markets. Even granting that pella- 
gra is not produced by fermented 
maize, we are surely entitled to good 
corn when we pay our money . for 
it; there can be no possible reason 
for wishing to buy rotten corn. 

“The thoroughly ripened and well- 
preserved corn of these latitudes is, 
unquestionably, a good, wholesome 
food, and can be eaten in the future 
as it has been in. the. past without ill 
effect: but the state board of health 
deems that it is but doing its duty 
to the people of Georgia in solemnly 
warnine them against the evil conse- 
quences of eating the western pro- 
duct so long as the pernicious practice 
continues of cultivating a weak and 
vitiated plant combined with a metho. 
of harvesting which is nothing less 
than criminal. 

“The state board of health strongly 
urges the people of Georgia to give 
serious consideration to these facts 
and to insist that their repres:nta- 
tives pass a law which will prevent 
in the future the murder o* our citi- 
zens and the slaughter of our horses 
by tne sale of corn which is unfit for 
consumption by man or beast.”

A. Cooper for the three Georgians to 
elect R. M. T. Hunter, a states’ rights 
man, speaker, and he was elected by 
the democratic party aideq by Black, 
Colquitt and Cooper. Hence there was 
a permanent split among tne states’ 
rights members from Georgia and the 
three who elected Hunter were called 
traitors to their party. The others, 
who voted for Mr. Clay’s men and 
measures, Were styled ‘the fdithful 
six.’ 

Calhoun Was ‘nvited. 

“Previous to this, after Mr. Calhoun 
withdrew from the democratic or 
Jackson party, this party assembied in 
caucus, Dixon H. Lewis of Alabama 
with them, to frame a declaration of 
principles. Mr. Calhoun was invited 
to join the meeting. He declined. By 
request of the caucus, a friend of his, 
then in the caucus, was requested to 
get him to draw up a platform for 
that party satisfactory to himself. ‘fle 
did so ang it was presented to the 
caucus and adopted and published as 
the platform of the democratic party. 
It was the same in principle with that 
of the states’ rights party of Georgia.

Bryan Was Churlish. 


At one time the Nebraskan acted as 
churlish as a school-boy He com- 
pletely lost his head. When an enor- 
mous banner bearing patriotic words 
of praise uttered by Bryan in 1910, 
relative to Champ Clark, was placed 
over Bryan’s head and in front of the 
Nebraska delegation, the “peerless 
one’ rushed like a gnorting bull to 
the chairman's stand and demanded 
recognition on the grounds of “per- 
sonal privilege” to protest against the 
banner being placed in front of his 
delegation. Chairman James instantly 
ruled Bryan out of order, and the lat- 
ter took his seat without remon- 
strance. 

At this point, let me state that Bry- 
an fought Clark solely because Alton 
B. Parker wags elected temporary 
chairman. Wilson was the only can- 
didate who had answereg a telegram 
from Bryan, who wished a “progres- 
sive” (whatever that meant tn the re- 
cent convention) for temporary chair- 
man Temporary ch@irman tn a big 
convention has about as much power 
af a serf does over the crown of Rus- 
sia.

cation. People were drunk with en- 
thusiasm but not wine, screaming with 
delight but not disturbance and en- 
joying the time of their lives. 

By the way, William Jennings Bryan 
is due his great political start to a 
well-known Georgian, Gus Morrow, of 
Jonesboro. This story comes from the 
sage of Georgia journalism, Hon. C. R. 
Pendleton, of The Macon Telegraph. 
During the Chicago convention Colonel 
Pendleton and Morrow being delegates, 
Bryan secured the floor as an humble 
delegate from Nebraska. He made 
that great effort of eloquence on the 
“crown of thorns and cross of. gold” 
which swayed the convention into a 
frenzy. Gus Morrow was so0 greatly 
impressed that he got busy among the 
Georgia delegates and they prevailed 
upon the late Judge Hal Lewis to 
nominate Bryan and it was done. 

One of the things that impresses a 
youn mean at a great convention as 
held in Baltimore is that all of the 
big men of the party are present; tuere 
are so many big men that they begin 
to appear ordinary.

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CENTRAL PLANS 
BIG BOND ISSUE 
Stockholders Expected to Au- 


thorize Issue of $75,000,000 
at Today’s Meeting. 


Savannah, Ga., July 7.—(Specia).)— 
One of the most. important meetings 
in the history of the Central of Georgia 
railway will be that of the stockhold- 
ers in Savannah, Monday, when a bond 
issue of approximately $75,000,000 will 
be authorized. 

This will be the biggest financtal un- 
dertaking the Central has ever begun. 
The proceeds. from the bonds are to 
be used for development purposes and 
to liquidate the outstanding indebted- 
ness against the company. The issue 
will cover a long period of years and 
the funds will be made available as 
they are needed, 

Unofficially, it. is understood 
the management of the Central 
templates in this proposed issue the 
erection of a new passenger station at 
Macon. This improvement will cost 
upwards of $1,500,000. Other important 
improvement projects are planned, in- 
cluded in them being the enlargement 
of the terminal facilities in Savannah. 

Application has been made to the 
railroad commission to isgue $25,000,000 
worth of bonds, and the commission 
will be requested to sanction other is- 
sues as the money becomes necessary 
to make further improvement projects 
and to pay off obligations which exist 
against the company. It is rumored 
that the Central management proposes 
to acquire other railroad holdings. This 
cannot be confirmed. 

Details of the several bond. issues 
that are to be authorized will be work- 
ed out after the meeting.

INDIGESTION OF PIGS, 

L. Sears, Lamar, Ala.-—I have three 
shoats. Two of them are fine, but one 
is not doing well: After feeding them 
he will stand and suck the trougn. 
He will push his nose up in the end 
of the trough and act like a stump- 
sucker. He {is not thriving as well 
as the others. Any information re- 
garding this case will be appreciated. 

Answer—I think your. shote has 
nothing more serious than indigestion 
and this may bb due to poor quality 
of food, such as\thin, watery slops, or 
eating too much ithout sufficient ex- 
ercise. If you had said that you keep 
the pig in a close pen and feed largely 
on kitchen slops, dish water, etc. I 
would be certain that improper food 
Or want of variety and want of exer- 
cise constituted the cause. If it is in 
a pen, turn it out into a pasture, if 
possible, otherwise into an inclosure 
large enough to permit exercise. Also 
Change the food and let it be more 
sulted to a growing pig, such as shorts 
or middlings, oats, peas and very little 
corn. If it is constipated, give two ta- 
blespoonfuls of Epsom salts in one- 
half pint of water along with a tea- 
spoonful of ginger. After the physic 
has operated give one-half ’teaspoonful 
each of gentian and ginger at a dose 
three times a day.

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"MORRIS ADDS TO DISCUSSION 


OF CONSERVING ROLLING SAND 


Editor Constitution: At the request 
of several of my neighbors, who have 
seen my work, I wil] give my views 
upon the question of conserving our 
hills and rolling lands from washing 
away. I have read with deep interest 
the views of both Mr. Redding and Mr. 
Hurt and am frank to admit that I 
cannot agree with either of these gen- 
tlemen. 

From experience I have long since 
learned that hillside ditches will not 
do, for several good reasons. Where 
water comes off another's land, or 
from the big roads, building lots, etc., 
there {s no way to contro] it except by 
a ditch, as you cannot protect your 
land with a terrace unless you begin 
at the top of the hill ang terrace sys- 
tematically. Other than this there is 
no need of a ditch. 

As to Mr. Redding’s plan, I am © 4 
that when we have heavy rains, wi - 
out any support or sod on our f 
races, water will accumulate from = - 
rious causes at one or more places, ¢ 4 
when one breaks, in the first place, it 
doubles in the second and trebles in 
the next,|and as a natura] consequence 
our landiis washed away. 

Where I have a field which I wish 
to terrace if it is very badly washed, 
the first thing I do is to plow up and 
down the gullies until they are filled 
up, using no brush. Where gullies are 
deep I remove all the loose rock on 
the land, put them in the bottom of 
the gullies and fil] in with dirt. Then 
[ lay off my terraces, never using an 
instrument. From long experience I 
walk along ahead of a single “plow, 
marking the way. Then I manure 
that space and throw up a béd no 
higher than an ordinary cotton bed, 
but about four feet wide. On this bed 
[ sow two rows of perennial rye or 
orchard grass about six inches apart. 
If the land is very poor and badly 
washed ] prefer Bermuda grass to 
sither of the above, but on land where 
I do not wish to be bothered with the 
Bermuda grass I use nothing except 
the two first mentioned grasses, and 
I never have any more trouble with 
my terraces. Just turn the dirt on to 


this grass from above and it grows up 
through the loose dirt and gives me a 
firm, tough sod and the harder it rains 
the faster my terraces build up, as 
the water goes over evenly and the 
grass holds the sand and soil. Some- 
times while, your terraces are new 
you will have to take up some sod 
from the higher places and put them 
on the lower ones until your grass is 
from one to two years old and creates 
a sod sufficiently strong to keep the 
water from moving it away; then you 
are done. 

I lose no ground in this way; the 
first row being two feet above the 
grass and the other two feet below, 
and I always get from these two rows 
of cotton or corn the best in the field, 
and when seeded down I sow as 
though there was no terrace there, 
turning the dirt on the grass and the 
Oats or wheat come up and on the ter- 
race I grow the best in the fleld. 

All the big rainfalls during the past 
winter, and winters heretofore have 
not affected my terraces at all, and if 
there is a “doubting Thomas” or a man 
in Georgia “from Missouri,” if he will 
come to Belmont I will be by him like 
the young woman was by General For- 
rest—I will show him the way. 

In my opinion, the plan of Mr. Sim- 
mons is by far the better of the three, 
as he is practically upon my jine. The 
only objection I have to the bluegrass 
is—and I have tried it—you have to 
leave the space so wide you lose some 
land, perhaps as much as one row to 
each terrace. You cannot have the 
bank as narrow with the bluegrass as 
with the rye and orchard grass, as 
the roots are not near so strong, and 
therefore do not cerate q@_ sufficient 
turf. And very often moles and ground 
rats will burrow near the surface and 
cause the bank to break, causing a 
wash in your fleld. Where you want 
to leave the whole. bank for a sod I 
much prefer strawberries to bluegrass, 
as they make equally as good sod, be- 
sides affording something to eat and 
very profitable. 

However, I am not like Mr. Simmons 
—J am looking for a job. I.am now 
growing my forty-seventh crop. I am 
no millwright, never built a dam, and 
am not worth one to work in the field 
any more. I want a job as an expert 
in some agricultural college, or with 
some enterprising newspaper man to 
do some big farming on paper.

In the Movement of Prices and 
Appraisement of Con- 
ditions.

New York, July 7.—Considerable 
progress was made last week in the 
development of conditions which fx 
values, but the stock market made 
little and uncertain response in the 
movement of prices and appraisement 
of conditions. 

Conclusion of the struggles for the 
nomination for president did not re- 
sult in any pronounced stock market 
action.

Only by comparison with 
last year’s record Vield was the pro/n- 
ised crop unflattering. 

Prices at which the crop is rac24 
give assurance of the wholesome ab- 
sorption, which has taken place of last 
year's enormous stocks, and the de- 
mand in sight took care of another 
large outturn. ; 

Anxiety was relieved over the spring 
wheat crop and early harvesting re- 
turns from the southwest included ad-

Alleged That Pressley’s Head 
Was Split by Hatchet 
During a Quarrel. 


Asheville, N. C., July 7.—Sensationa! 
developments are expected tomorrow 
afternoon at the inquest which is to 
be held to inquire into the death of 
Claude Pressley, who was found in 
a dying condition on the tracks of the 
Southern railway last Friday morning 
and died while being brought to this 
city for medical attention. 

County officials, who have been 
working quietly on the case, profess to 
have discovered evidence tending to 
prove that Pressley was not struck by 
a train, as was at first supposed, ut 
was nfurdered with a hatchet by a man 
with whom he had an altercation over 
a jug of whisky Friday morning. The 
body, they say, was conveyed in a 
buggy to a point near where is was 
found, and then placed on the tracks. 
Pressiey’s head was gashed in two 
places, his skull was fractured in three 
places and he had a small gash on his 
arm. The officials puint out that had 
he been struck by a train, the body 
would have been crushed, or if the 
train had only struck his head, it 
would have been mashed out of all 
shape. They claim to have the man 
who did the killing under close sur- 
veillance, and an arrest may follow 
the inquest.
